Rogers was informed that these offices 
were given a deadline of 8/1/78 but because of the voluminous nature of 
the review we have given some offices an extension and we are in the 
process of collating all of the material received so that a report can be 
prepared as expeditiously as possible for transmittal to OPR, DOJ. 

Mr. Rogers expressed complete satisfaction for the manner in which 
the Bureau was handling the inquiry and said he would incorporate all 
of the information furnished to him in a memorandum to the Attorney 
General.

He advised Mr. Turner referred to the numerous inquiries being 
received by the Department and stated he was responsible for drafting 
an answer to the inquiries. He advised the purpose of the call was to 
refresh his memory. 


He advised Mr. Turner asked him about the allegation of Rowe 
having shot a black man and he told Mr. Turner Rowe had told him that 
story at least ten times. He said he also told Mr. Turner that Rowe 
related this story along with several other past escapades he liked to 
brag about while SA was guarding Rowe after the murder of 
Viola G. Liuzzo on 3/25/65. a he had asked other Agents 
in Birmingham who had contact wi owe about the story and at least 
one had indicated to him that there was a possibility the story was true, 
but that they had been unable to verify that anyone had been seriously 
injured or killed.

The polygraph results consist of narratives prepared by the 
operators that state there was deception noted in Rowe's responses to 
questions relating to bombings that occurred in Birmingham during the 
early 1960's. 


A limited interview of SA|________ is included in the report. 


sA[____|was the contact Agent for Rowe toward the end of his having 
been used as an informant and spent an extensive amount of time with Rowe 
following the Liuzzo killing. The interview was to determine the purpose of 
Deputy Assistant Attorney General James P. Turner having contacted 

SAI following media revelations concerning Rowe. 


sA[__|stated Mr. Turner wanted to refresh his memory in 
order to prepare a response to inquiries concerning Rowe. SA 
also stated Rowe had told him he had killed a black man during the Birmingham 
riots of 1963. He stated Rowe told him that story and many others while 
they were together in 1965. He stated he checked with other Agents at the 
time and was told they had checked out the story and could not verify anyone 
had been killed or Seriously injured.
